EDUCATION 
chiefs at Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) 
are pointing to last 
Thursday’s exami¬ 
nation results as 
evidence of “anoth¬ 
er successful year”. 

A-Level, AS-Level 
and vocational qualifica¬ 
tion results were 
released on Thursday, 
August 15 and initial 
results from WJEC, 
which covers about two- 
thirds of the total num¬ 
ber of examination 
entries from schools in 
Bridgend county bor¬ 
ough, point to a number 
of improvements. 

The proportion 
achieving A* and A at 
A-Level has increased to 
21.3 per cent and is an 
improvement of 2.3 per¬ 
centage points on 2012. 

The percentage of 
pupils gaining a grade C 
or above has also 
increased to 80.5 per 
cent,an improvement of 
4.5 percentage points on 
2012 . 

The overall pass rate 
has decreased slightly 
this year by 0.3 percent¬ 
age points to 98.6 per 
cent, but remains above 
the Welsh average. 

Coun Huw David, 
cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren and young people, 
said: “On behalf of 
everyone in the county 
borough, I would like to 
congratulate all our 
young people on their 


exam success and wish 
them the best of luck as 
they continue their jour¬ 
ney into their education 
and careers. 

“Competition for 
places in higher educa¬ 
tion and employment 
has never been so fierce, 
so it’s encouraging to 
see our young people 
rising to the challenge 
so positively.” 

Council Leader, Coun 
Mel Nott OBE, added: 
“The pressures faced by 
young people in the cur¬ 
rent economic climate 
mean that education, 
training and getting 
good qualifications are 
more important than 
ever before. 

“Our young people 
clearly recognise this, 
and have earned their 
grades through working 
exceptionally hard.” 

“I’d also like to con¬ 
gratulate the teaching 
and support staff in all 
of our schools and the 
college. Their support 
makes a real difference 
to our young people’s 
development, both aca¬ 
demically and socially, 
and is clearly paying 
dividends with these 
outstanding results.” 

It should be empha¬ 
sised that BCBC figures 
will change slightly 
when the results of 
pupils who sit exams 
from boards other than 
WJEC are included.

Westminster 
for GEM readers. 


G etting 

out and 
about dur¬ 
ing the summer 
recess, helps me 
to build aware¬ 
ness of best prac¬ 
tise locally. 

So far this August, I 
have been deeply 
impressed by so much 
that is happening local¬ 
ly, especially the way 
organisations work 
together to achieve the 
highest of standards. 

I have to start with 
the Flying Start scheme 
run by the council and 
funded by the 
Assembly. 

Flying Start is the 
Welsh equivalent of the 
English Sure Start, 
which has faced £430 
million in cuts, leading 
to the closure of 400 
centres. 

Having seen what is 
on offer at just two of 
the local Flying Start 
fun days in North 
Comelly and Wildmill, I 
am delighted we have 
avoided the fate of the 
English schemes. 

The aim of Flying 
Start is to support the 
development and health 
of children under four 
with coordinated 
schemes run by a range 
of professionals. 

Areas where Flying 
Start operates are identi¬ 
fied by post code with 
schemes operating in 
North Comelly, Bettws, 
Caerau, Wildmill, Cefn 
Glas, Brackla, Maesteg 
Park and the Oakwood 
Estate. 

Help starts with mid¬ 
wife support from 28 
weeks of a pregnancy 
with groups offering 
relaxation, breastfeeding 
and parenting advice 
and guidance. 


Health visitors offer a 
range of advice and 
support from feeding to 
fussy eating, toileting to 
weaning. 

They also have 
access to screening of 
children’s speech and 
language skills from the 
speech and language 
therapy team which 
offers a baby club help¬ 
ing parents to communi¬ 
cate with their baby 
from the start of life. 

On a practical level, 
the child and family 
support team offers 
information on benefits, 
debt, housing and other 
general support. 

I spent two wonder¬ 
ful afternoons meeting 
the workers in the two 
centres, talking to fami¬ 
lies, and seeing the dif¬ 
ference they made in 
children’s lives. 

The team is run by 
Tina Haddon, who is 
bubbling with ideas and 
innovation. If you want 
more information, ring 
her on 815168, or email 
tina. haddon @ brid- 
gend.gov.uk. 

Many of those who 
end up in Parc Prison 
could perhaps have ben¬ 
efited from schemes 
such as Flying Start. 

I am very proud of 
the work carried out at 
Parc, where so much is 
done by staff to try to 
ensure that offenders 
have every opportunity 
to use their time there in 
a way that will, hopeful¬ 


ly, see them not return¬ 
ing. You may think I am 
biased by local initia¬ 
tives, but experts in this 
field also think Parc 
staff do an excellent 
job. 

The Independent 
Monitoring Board 
(IMB) is responsible for 
monitoring the range 
and adequacy of pro¬ 
grammes preparing pris¬ 
oners for release and 
they recently carried out 
an unannounced inspec¬ 
tion of Parc. 

As with Flying Start, 
the IMB commended 
Parc for its partnership 
working, which engaged 
prisoners in extending 
their knowledge and 
skills. 

The list of partner¬ 
ship working was long 
and included local 
employers, the Hay 
Festival, Cardiff City 
Football Club and even 
an archaeological dig. 

It was good to know 
that Parc had earned 
two UK and Ireland 
Excellence Awards and 
one Care and Justice 
Excellence Award. 

It came as no surprise 
to learn that Estyn, the 
education inspectorate 
for Wales, has awarded 
Parc an ‘excellent’ rat¬ 
ing for its educational 
outcomes and employa¬ 
bility achievements - 
which was “exceeding 
prison and national 
comparators”. 

I was especially 


pleased to see the 
recognition for the work 
of the family unit in 
Parc, where again like 
Flying Start, there is an 
emphasis on teaching 
parenting skills to help 
prisoners to engage with 
their children’s educa¬ 
tion, and understanding 
of relationship skills. 

Strong family rela¬ 
tionships will help pre¬ 
vent future offending, 
bring stability into fami¬ 
lies and, hopefully, end 
the cycle of children on 
prisoners ending up in 
prison themselves. 

All of this is carried 
out by locally-employed 
people; their work is so 
successful that visitors 
come to Parc from 
around the world to 
observe and learn about 
the work they do. 

Parc is the only pri¬ 
vate prison in Wales and 
the only one in the UK 
to have achieved the 
highest level 4 rating in 
the Ministry of Justice 
assessment system. 

Arts in the 
market place! 

A fine example of 
partnership working 
had Bridgend’s indoor 
market traders teaming 
up with Bridgend Arts 
for an open evening of 
shopping, music, per¬ 
formance and art. 

Bridgend is a market 
town because of the 
indoor market, which 
provides a wide range 
of unique goods and 
stalls. 

It was a great 
evening, I did some 
shopping, loved the 
music and had lots of 
interesting conversation 
- which just goes to 
show that sometimes 
odd partnerships can 
work and that work can 
be a great deal of fun.

A BRIDGEND-based 
programme linked 
with Africa has been 
praised by First 
Minister, Carwyn 
Jones AM, for its 
work to support better 
understanding of the 
plight faced by 
Ethiopia as a result of 
climate change. 

Bridgend’s Valley and 
Vale Community Arts 
has been working with 
Gemini Trust, based in 
Africa, to train former 
street children in arts 
and photography skills. 

With the backing of 
Welsh Government 
funding through the 
Wales Africa 
Community Links pro¬ 
gramme, they have cre¬ 
ated films documenting 
life in the region. 

The group recently 
worked with Pontypridd- 
based Labata Fantalle to 
make a documentary on 
how the way of life for 
pastoralists in Ethiopia is 


being affected by cli¬ 
mate change. ‘Gaalli 
Haadha’ -“a camel is 
like a mother” - follows 
young Karraayu herders 
as they embark on a 200 
-mile journey through 
Ethiopia to search for 
food for their camels. 

The First Minister, 
who is also the AM for 
Bridgend, said: “This is 
an excellent example of 
what we want to achieve 
through Wales for 
Africa. 

“That a small pro¬ 
gramme based in 
Bridgend can make a 
difference to a communi¬ 
ty across the world is 
inspiring.

WHEN he enrolled 
on an EU-backed 
NVQ course, 
Bridgend tyre fitter, 
Dai Cox, little knew 
that it would change 
his life. 

Hayley Pells - Dai’s 
boss at Avia Speed Shop 
- had enrolled him on 
the customer service 
course through the 
Working Skills for 
Adults project, to 
“boost his confidence 
and help overcome his 
shyness. ” 

However, it has led to 
the 30-year-old taking 
over as the garage’s 
service manager. 

Hayley, who is direc¬ 
tor of the service, repair 
and modification busi¬ 
ness, said: “This course 
has been life-changing, 

I know it sounds like a 
cliche, but for Dai, it 
really has been. 

“He came to us from 
a small tyre place, but 
the pace is very different 


here. I needed to up his 
skills, because we want¬ 
ed more than just a tyre 
fitter. ” 

Dai studied for the 
customer service qualifi¬ 
cation through the 
Excelsior Plus NVQ ini¬ 
tiative at Bridgend 
College, and Hayley 
reported: 

“He completely 
exceeded all our expec¬ 
tations and we found he 
had a set of skills that 
surprised even Dai him¬ 
self. 

“He is now our serv¬ 
ice manager, and has 
completely nailed the 
job. 

“ He’s better than me, 
and I have been doing 
this for 10 years!” 

Dai, from Brackla, 
said: “It was supposed 
to bump up my skills 
ready for further train¬

AN MP ASKS... 

'Why is Bridgend 
better off 
than the Vale 
of Glamorgan?’ 


O VER the last 
few weeks, 
there have 
been a number of 
letters in The GEM, 
raising points that I 
had made previous¬ 
ly in this newspa¬ 
per. I hope you will 
allow me the oppor¬ 
tunity to reply. 

I am more than happy 
to underline that the 
Vale is being short¬ 
changed by the Welsh 
Government. 

Why should Cardiff 
receive £202 more per 
person than the Vale - 
and why is Bridgend 
£226 better off per per¬ 
son? 

Equal basis would 
gave us an additional 
£25m a year. 

I agree with a letter 
writer that this is a mat¬ 
ter for the Welsh 
Government; but still, I 
surely have an obligation 
to point out injustices 
and to fight in the inter¬ 
ests of constituents? 

I hope people will 
sign the online petition 
that is on my website to 
send a message to the 
Welsh Government. 

Another letter writer 
questioned why I was 
acting over the danger¬ 
ous railings on Dock 
View Road, Barry. I 
was even accused of 
removing a plastic hur¬ 
dle. 

They are missing the 
point. There is a gap 
between the pavement 
and railings on the rail¬ 
way bank that a child 
can fall through - on to 
the railway line. 


I first raised this with 
the authority last 
December and the situa¬ 
tion still hasn’t been 
resolved. The situation 
is dangerous and wholly 
unacceptable. 

I was asked to help 
because the local author¬ 
ity and councillors had¬ 
n’t. Naturally, I make 
no apology for this. 

Finally, another politi¬ 
cal opponent criticised 
my previous column on 
benefit reform. This has 
been long overdue. 

We need to help and 
protect the most vulnera¬ 
ble but surely, if some¬ 
one can conduct some 
form of work - with 
help, they should be 
expected do so? 

It was wrong to aban¬ 
don people on benefits 
for the rest of their lives 
- wrong for those indi¬ 
viduals and their fami¬ 
lies and wrong for the 
taxpayer. More than 75 
per cent of people in 
some surveys have sup¬ 
ported change. 

Naturally, I will con¬ 
tinue to champion local 
and national issues that 
are important to con¬ 
stituents and will not 
apologise for standing 
up for justice from the 
UK Government, Welsh 
Government or local 
authority, wherever 
responsibility lies.

THERE were plenty of smiles at 
Porthcawl Comprehensive School when 
the A-Level results were announced last 
week.

A NEW £16.4 mil¬ 
lion unit is to be 
built in the grounds 
of Glanrhyd 

Hospital at 

Bridgend. 

Described as a “low 
secure mental health 
unit”, it will replace out- 
of-date wards at 
Glanrhyd and Cefn Coed. 

The Welsh 

Government has 

approved the plan, and 
Abertawe Bro 

Morgannwg University 
(ABMU) Health Board 
says that the 28-bed unit 
will be home to “patients 
detained under the 
Mental Health Act, for a 
range of challenging 
behaviours - including 
self-neglect, self-harm 
and aggression 

As part of their recov¬ 
ery, patients need spe¬ 
cialist inpatient support 
in a unit which, while 
maintaining their inde¬ 
pendence, has some 
security provisions. 

It also provides 
accommodation for

ABMU patients who pre¬ 
viously needed to travel 
to England to be treated 
at a low secure unit rather 
than a mental health hos¬ 
pital. 

In the new unit will be 
28 en-suite bedrooms, as 
well as communal dining 
and sitting rooms, a gym, 
outdoor activity areas 
and private gardens. 

The Welsh 

Government Health 
Minister, Mark 

Drakeford, said: “This 
new unit will provide 
appropriate, safe and 
secure facilities for peo¬ 
ple detained under the 
Mental Health Act. 

“It brings services 
closer to home for 
patients, their relatives, 
visitors and staff.” 


Andrew Davies, the 
chairman of ABMU 
Health Board, comment¬ 
ed: “This is another sign 
of ABMU’s commitment 
to improving mental 
health services in our 
area.” 

Dr Richard Maggs, 
consultant psychiatrist, 
said: “This development 
will support the delivery 
of recovery focused care 
in a modem fit for pur¬ 
pose environment, allow¬ 
ing patients to maximise 
their potential before 
returning to their friends, 
families and communi¬ 
ties. 

“Upon leaving, they 
will be better equipped to 
support their mental 
health and wellbeing in 
their own home.” 


Paul Stauber, the 
director of planning at 
ABMU, added: 

“Preparation work is 
already under way. 

“The old Caswell 
Clinic, which was in the 
west wing of the existing 
Glanrhyd Hospital build¬ 
ing, and replaced several 
years ago, has been 
demolished, providing 
space for the new unit. 

“The remaining end of 
the existing building is 
being renovated and a 
new fire escape fitted, 
following the demolition. 

“Once this has been 
completed, construction 
can start and we look for¬ 
ward to patients using the 
unit from autumn 2014.”

Mining 

disaster 

I WONDER how 
many readers of this 
column were aware 
that one of the largest 
mining disasters in the 
south Wales coalfields 
occurred at the Parc 
Slip coal drift mine, 
Aberkenfig near 
Tondu. 

This mine began pro¬ 
duction in 1864 and at 
the time of the disaster 
it was owned by North’s 
Navigation Company. 

In the early 1890s, a 
workforce of men and 
boys was producing 300 
tons of coal a day from 
two faces. 

On August 26, 1892, 
there were a 146 men 
and boys within the 
mine. At 8.20am in the 
morning there was a 
massive explosion 
which sent clouds of 
smoke and flame from 
the entrance to the 
mine. 

There were two sur¬ 
vivors in a pumping sta¬ 
tion 60 metres inside 
the mine - they had 
heard the explosion and 
threw themselves on the 
ground and the flames 
passed over them. 

At first, it was 
believed that they were 
the only survivors. 
Because of the discov-

ery of afterdamp, the 
rescuers had to restore 
ventilation and it was 
believed the remainder 
of the workforce had 
perished. 

At six o’clock the 
following morning, 
when fresh air was cir¬ 
culating, the rescuers 
began a search for sur¬ 
vivors. They were 
about to give up when 
four survivors appeared 
out of the darkness. 

They directed the res¬ 
cuers further into the 
mine where others were 
found alive. 

By four o’clock in 
the afternoon they had 
brought out a total of 43 
miners alive; the final 
death toll was 112 men 
and boys. 

Thirty nine miners 
survived the disaster, 14 
of them being lead out 
by 62-year-old William 
Richards, nicknamed ‘Y 
Dderwen’ (The Oak), 
who received the 
Victoria medal for his 
judgement and courage. 
He died in 1898 and is 
buried in Coity church¬ 
yard. 

One family, the 
Lyddons, had eight 
members working in the 
mine on that fateful day, 
and only two survived. 

It was two months 
after the explosion that 
the last body was recov¬ 
ered. The mine closed 
in 1904. 

On the site of the 
mine there is now a 
monument consisting of 
112 stones to represent 
each of the miners. 

On Monday, August 
26, there will be a 
memorial service at 
8.15am at the monu¬ 
ment, to which every¬ 
one is invited. 

The monument is in 
Parc Slip nature reserve 
and a field on the side 
of the track leading to 
the monument was 
ploughed over and sown 
with wild flower seeds. 
At the moment it is in 
full glory from the yel¬ 
low of buttercups and 
sunflowers.

1940s kitchen - in time 
for Wartime Weekend! 


WITH only two 
weeks to go until the 
annual Barry 
Wartime Weekend 
event, Barry at War 
Group have opened 
their latest attrac¬ 
tion at the 
Glamorgan 
Wartime Heritage 
Centre - a wartime 
kitchen.

MORE PASSENGERS 
AT CARDIFF AIRPORT 


FIGURES released by the 
Civil Aviation Authority 
(CAA) show Cardiff 
Airport passenger numbers 
have grown by 6 per cent, 
totalling 134,173 in July 
compared to the same 
month last year. 

This follows 9 per cent growth 
in May and 10 per cent growth in 
June, making an average growth 
of 8.3 per cent for the three 
months. 

“The rolling year comparison 
shows passenger numbers rising 
over the million passenger mark to 
1,016,603 for the period August 


2012 to July 2013. August has also 
started well with the first week 
recording an increase of 17% over 
the same week in 2012,” an airport 
spokesperson said. 

The airlines which showed the 
strongest growth were Vueling, 
Air Malta, and Aer Lingus. The 
increased schedule introduced by 
Vueling shows passenger growth 
soaring over 2012 due to the new 
three times a week service to 
Malaga and Alicante. Barcelona 
also proved popular increasing 
over the same time last year. 

Commenting on the figures, Jon 
Horne, Chief Executive of Cardiff 
Airport said: “This is really posi¬ 
tive news and it is great to see pas¬ 


senger numbers growing once 
again. It is a relatively small start, 
but we are confident there is a 
trend established and the begin¬ 
ning of our strategy to win back 
those passengers that have been 
lost to Bristol and other airports in 
England. 

“The challenge for us is 
straightforward, if we bring back 
the choice of flights, people will 
choose Cardiff again and this is 
what is happening. The point has 
been proved by Vueling, whose 
capacity has increased by 97% in 
2013 compared to last year, and 
people are responding to that 
choice.”

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Comic book film is great, 

BUT NOT FOR MORAL GUARDIANS! 


W HILE the 
superhero 
genre con¬ 
tinues to go from 
strength to 
strength, it was 
given a well-placed 
blow to the unmen¬ 
tionables by 2010’s 
Kick Ass. 

Taking the genre and 
running it through the 
everyday world, it was 
action packed, realistic 
and witty as hell, mak¬ 
ing the odds of a sequel 
very high. 

In Kick Ass 2 (again 
adapted from Mark 
Millar and John Romita 
Jr’s comic book series), 
we meet up again with 
Kick Ass (Aaron Taylor 
Johnson), whose actions 
have inspired many 
other costumed crime 
fighters. 

When he joins up 
with a group led by 
Colonel Stars and 
Stripes (Jim Carrey), the 


blowing level of vio¬ 
lence and (even worse) 
an 11-year-old girl hurl¬ 
ing expletives while 
murdering nameless 
henchmen, the film was 
criticised and pilloried. 

This time around, one 
of the film's own stars, 
Jim Carrey, has publicly 
declared he cannot pro¬ 
mote a film with such a 
casual attitude towards 
violence (which makes 
you wonder why Mr 
Carrey took the job in 
the first place on the evi¬ 
dence of the first film). 

It's a shame that such 
a furore has developed 
over something so frivo¬ 
lous, as while Kick Ass 2 
certainly pushes the 
boundaries of taste and 
violence, it is also an 
film that is not shy to 
highlight the negatives 
of vigilantism and also 
the importance of youth 
and being your own per¬ 
son.

A unique engine 
gets up steam for 
Wartime Weekend 


A UNIQUE 

Edwardian Steam 
Railmotor will help 
to take the Barry 
Tourist Railway 
back to the glorious 
days of steam for 
this year’s Barry 
Wartime Weekend 
(August 31 to 
September 1). 

John Buxton, director 
of the Barry Tourist 
Railway Railway 
explains: “Built by the 
Great Western Railway 
in 1908, the steam- 
motor was unusual in 
that it was a very long 
carriage with a steam 
locomotive built within 
the coach body. 

“This was innovative 
for the time, and this 
historically significant 
train is the fore-runner 
of all modern trains. 

“The Railmotor 
improved operating 
flexibility and allowed 
more train services to be 
run compared to having 
a separate locomotive. 
This unique train sur¬ 
vived because when the 
steam power bogie 
became life expired in 
1935, the Great Western 
Railway converted the 


Railmotor into a coach. 

“Fastidiously re-built, 
this amazing vehicle 
was restored in 2011 
with the help of the 
Heritage Lottery Fund. 
Original-type seats were 
found in Australia for 
the vehicle, and these 
make travelling on the 
train just like stepping 
back 80 years. 

“It is the only Steam 
Railmotor in the country 
and will give passengers 
a true insight into travel 
on the south Wales net¬ 
work many decades 
ago.” 

The Barry Tourist 
Railway will again be 
evacuating school chil¬ 
dren to the safety of 
Barry Island, in a re¬ 
enactment of the 

wartime evacuations. 

Event organiser Ade 
Pitman explained: “At 
the beginning of the 
Second World War 

Britain expected imme¬ 
diate air raids on the 
cities by Nazi bombers. 
Families were encour¬ 
aged to evacuate their 
children to the safety of 
the countryside; and 
many children left 

English cities for rural 
Wales. 

“Some children saw 


this as a holiday, but for 
others it was a traumatic 
experience. 

“When the air raids 
didn’t appear many chil¬ 
dren returned home, 
only to find themselves 
back in cities that were 
soon under assault by 
nightly air raids. My 
own mother and her 
family evacuated to 
Devon during the 

Cardiff Blitz.”

Ken’s dream of the ‘Dolphin Bar’ lives on 
to third generation of the Rogers family

In September 1999,

Back in 1999, Ken 
told The GEM the touch¬ 
ing reason he had chosen 
‘Dolphin’ as the name of 
the pub. 

“Dolphins have had 
an affinity with mankind 
ever since they have been 
on earth.

the 1970s, and on the 
Island traded from Cosy 
Corner and the Pleasure 
Park. In 1981, he found¬ 
ed the multi-million 
pound Hyper Value 
chain. 

Ian takes up the story: 
“The Hyper Value empire 
eventually had 34 stores. 
In 1995, my father also 
bought the Pleasure Park. 
Because of the 
leukaemia, he could not 
travel abroad and the 
store group became his 
baby. 

“He put a lot into 
Barry and left his mark 
also regenerating KRs 
and The Dolphin.”

That was 
when Ian and I met.”

The summer of 2013 
has heralded a new era 
for The Dolphin Bar as 
Kirsty explained: “We 
will be maintaining the 
same high standards, but 


modernisng too. There 
are going to be live music 
nights, quiz nights pro¬ 
duced by a professional 
company every Thursday 
with cash prizes, plus a 
return to the famous 
Sunday carvery. 

“On September 6, 
we’ve got a performance 
from a brilliant, classic 
rock band Stonehouse. 

“On Friday, 

September 13, we are 
going to have an 
accoustic night, giving 
local talent the opportu¬ 
nity to shine. 

“We’ve already got a 
number of acts booked, 
but local bands are wel¬ 
come to get in touch.”

Barrie’s walk began from 
Glasbury on the border between 
Breconshire and Radnorshire where 
the village is separated into two 
halves by the River Wye, and begin¬ 
ning from St Peter’s Church, fields 
and meadows led to Tregoyd House 
once owned by Lord Hereford. 

After a stiff climb through Allt 
Wood and morning refreshment, the 
slopes of Rhiw Wen followed, before 
the next steep climb up Rhiw Fan led 
to the trig point on Rhos Dirion 
where the air was cooler. 

The visibility was superb with 
views stretching up towards the 
Cambrian Mountains. 

A rather late lunch and a rest was 
enjoyed before they descended 
steeply to the common of Rhos Fawr 
where in 1943,, an RAF Proctor air¬ 
craft, which was on a wireless teleg¬ 
raphy exercise in the area, crashed, 
sadly killing both crew members. 

Reaching Velindre, they crossed 
fields of wheat and barley to make 
their way back to their start after 
what had been a very enjoyable 
seven hour adventure in the stunning 
hills of mid Wales. 

GWENT LEVELS 

Viv and Val, and dogs Mutley and 
Dougie, took their group to the 
Gwent Levels, where much of the 
land has been reclaimed from the sea 
over the years and is drained by a 
series of ditches, reens and gouts all 
behind the shelter of a sea wall. 

The misty rain soon cleared to 
warm sunshine. They enjoyed having 
an impromptu tour around St Mary 
Magdalene Church at Goldcliff cour¬ 
tesy of a church member. 

Next, they crossed fields contain¬ 
ing some of the many footbridges in 


the area, arriving in Whitson and 
passing St Mary’s Church with its 
unusual shaped tower and admiring 
the medieval narrow strip field sys¬ 
tem behind the houses that are set 
back from the road. 

They crossed more fields on their 
journey to the lovely old medieval 
village of Redwick where the village 
church has been dedicated to St Mary 
the Virgin and St Michael the 
Archangel, but has since reverted to 
its original name in 1576 - St 
Thomas the Apostle. 

After lunch, it was straight down 
to the coast for the short tramp along 
the sea wall to Porton House, before 
turning back inland across fields pop¬ 
ulated with sheep to return by lane to 
their start point.

‘EU jobs loss is

N OW we have an 
MEP telling us 
the benefits of 
staying in Europe 
(GEM Letters, recent¬ 
ly), but I would like to 
take up one small 
point.

‘I've seen the flaws 
in EU investment' 


I N response to the letter 
from MEP Derek Vaughan 
in last week’s GEM, I 
would point out the latest 
Treasury figures show the UK 
is currently a net payer to the 
EU of £12.5 billion annually, 
expected to rise to £20 billion! 

If that money was shared among 
the regions, could it not be a fact that 
the universities, rural funds etc would 
actually be better funded? 

Whilst working as a private sector 
facilitator, the companies mentioned 
by Mr Vaughan, said the reasons for 
locating in Wales were historical, the 
high quality of the workforce, geo¬ 
graphical, and the assistance of the 
Welsh Office. 

In these days of global migration of 
industrial industries, the major factor 
is labour cost and quality of labour. 

The EU only represented part of 
their market. Therefore the EU is of 
minor consideration. 

Whilst working with European 
Funding, the biggest problem was the 
inbuilt distrust of SMEs trying to 


access European grants by the secre¬ 
tariats at all levels and the bureaucrat¬ 
ic inability to respond in a realistic 
time frame. 

In three years, there is no record of 
a small SME being granted European 
Grant anywhere in Wales. 

At the request of the then European 
Commissioner of Wales, I stepped in 
to help with an inward investment 
project that was going to create 70- 
plus jobs. 

Two years later the application was 
still being ping ponged around the 
various European secretariats, and that 
was the ‘fast track’! 

Eventually, using other contacts 
and other sources of financial assis¬ 
tance through the Welsh Assembly, 
the company is setting up in Blaenau 
Gwent. 

Well done in securing £300 million, 
but why so little? How much is tar¬ 
geted at the private sector SMEs? 

That is the sector that creates the 
real jobs.

send their children to 
Cowbridge, the exis¬ 
tence of a bus route 
would have been part of 
the decision-making 
process.

T here are 
two applica¬ 
tions current¬ 
ly with the planning 
department of the 
Vale Council that 
residents of Barry 
need to be aware of 
and concerned 
with. 

The first is a planning 
application by Taylor 
Wimpey to build 200 
homes on Green Farm, 
which is on the Cwm 
Ciddy side of Weycock 
Cross. 

Anyone who travels 
along Port Road, 
whether you are coming 
from Barry or the west¬ 
ern Vale, knows the con¬ 
gestion that already 
exists at peak times and 
the chaos additional 
houses would bring. 

I would also ask resi¬ 
dents to think of the 
green land that would be 
lost forever once houses 
are built on this land - 
and where does it end? 

I accept that Barry has 
to have its share of new 
houses, as it is the 
largest town in the Vale 
of Glamorgan, but we 
need to be concentrating 
on brown field sites or 
small developments 
within the urban town 
that would not intrude 
on the few green fields 
we have left. 

Think of the environ¬ 
mental impact building 


F ollowing 

the announce¬ 
ment made by 
Cardiff Bus that the 
X91 would no 
longer be serving 
East Aberthaw, 
Rhoose and 
Porthkerry, I con¬ 
tacted the Vale 
Council to seek clar¬ 
ification and to see 
if there was any¬ 
thing the council 
could do. 

It would appear that 
the Cardiff Bus decision 
has been made as a 
result of the introduction 
of the 20-minute sub¬ 
sidised service between 
Cardiff and Cardiff 


on these fields would 
have on the wildlife and 
plants which currently 
live on this land - 
which, incidentally, is 
currently used for agri¬ 
cultural purposes and 
this is how the land is 
categorised. 

In addition, the land 
at Green Farm lies out¬ 
side the settlement 
boundary of Barry and

Objections to this 
application must be 
made by August 27, 

2013 and you should 
quote planning reference 
2013/000701/OUT. You 
can send your feedback 
via the Vale of 
Glamorgan Website or in 
writing to the Docks 
Offices. 

The second applica¬ 
tion is what is known as 
a Scoping Opinion and 
this is on Walters Farm 
at Weycock Cross (the 
Hawking Centre side). 

Although this is not a 


Airport. The passengers 
that the X91 used to pick 
up at the airport (or at 
Cardiff for travel to the 
airport) will no longer be 
as many as previously, 
with the result they have 
made a commercial deci¬ 
sion to by-pass Rhoose 
altogether. 

In my opinion, the 
express shuttle running 
every 20 minutes, 24- 
hours a day, and all year 
long, is unsustainable, 
and is not based on the 
pattern of air traffic at 
the airport. 

We all know that it is 
busier in the summer 
than the winter and there 
would appear to be no 
need for this round-the- 
clock express service; 


planning application yet, 
it is the intention of 
Persimmon Homes to 
apply to build 500 
homes on this land, yes 
500! 

All the arguments 
stated above for Green 
Farm ring true for this 
proposal too, but we are 
suddenly talking about 
the potential of having a 
total of 700 new homes 
at Weycock Cross. 

The land at Walters 
Farm is also outside the 
settlement boundary of 
Barry and is designated 
as a site of special scien¬ 
tific interest, but also 
backs on to protected 
woodland. 

A Scoping exercise is 
used to identify the key 
issues of concern at an 
early stage in the plan¬ 
ning process and this 
will shortly be followed 
by a planning applica¬ 
tion. 

Details of the applica¬ 
tion can be viewed on 
the Vale Council’s 
Website under reference 
2013/00565/SC2. 

Please feed back your 
thoughts to the Vale 
Council on the scoping 
exercise but I urge resi¬ 
dents to look out for the 
planning application and 
be ready to voice their 
objections to this appli¬ 
cation, too.

‘Tar and chippings cost-effective’ 


REFER to the letter 
from Kevin Watts in 
last week’s newspaper 
headlined 4 Why tar and 
chip roads?’ 

The tar and chippings which 
Mr Watts makes reference to is a 
surface dressing treatment which 
is applied to the road surface to 
help extend the life of the road. 

It is not a substitute for road 
resurfacing, but an important 
form of highway maintenance to 
help preserve the road surface. 

It is a very cost effective form 
of treatment, which is used suc¬ 
cessfully throughout the rest of 
the UK and Europe. 

As well as extending the life of 
the road, other advantages of sur¬ 
face dressing (tar and chippings) 
include restoring skid resistance, 
which leads to improved safety 
for motorists, and helping to seal 


the road creating a protective bar¬ 
rier between rain and frost which 
protects against potholes. 

Readers can find out more 
about the process of surface 
dressing and its advantages by 
visiting our website www.vale- 
ofglamorgan.gov. uk/surfacedress¬ 
ing. 

Regarding Cardiff Road: dur¬ 
ing the recent heatwave there was 
an issue with melting tar and loss 
of surface texture on this stretch 
of the road - we recorded a road 
temperature of over 57 degrees 
during this period which is 
extremely unusual. 

As a result, this year we have 
adjusted the grade of bitumen 
which we use in our surface 
dressing treatment so that in 
future the road surface will be 
able to withstand high tempera¬ 
tures such as this. 

The difficulty with getting the 


bitumen mix right for UK roads 
is that it not only needs to with¬ 
stand extreme heat, as this sum¬ 
mer demonstrated, but also 
extreme cold, including snow and 
ice during the winter. 

Our programme of surface 
treatment works has recently fin¬ 
ished; however, Mr Watts will be 
pleased to hear that we are cur¬ 
rently undertaking a schedule of 
resurfacing works on roads in the 
Vale. 

These works are taking place 
every week (weather permitting) 
and we publish full details of the 
roads undergoing resurfacing 
works on our website at 
www. valeofglamo rgan. gov. uk/cur- 
rentworks.

Bankrupt man is 
jailed for fraudulently 
transferring 
property to children 


A 58-year-old Pencoed man, 
Michael John O’Brien, has 
been sentenced to six months’ 
in prison, at Cardiff Crown 
Court, for facilitating a fraud¬ 
ulent transfer of jointly-owned 
property in the period of five 
years prior to the date of his 
bankruptcy. 

Mr O’Brien’s conviction follows 
an initial investigation by the 
Insolvency Service and a full crimi¬ 
nal investigation and prosecution by 
the Department for Business, 
Innovation and Skills (BIS). 

He is already serving a four- 
month sentence for breaching 
Trading Standards rules, following 
an action brought by Bridgend 
County Borough Council. 

The investigation found that just 
over one month prior to Mr O’Brien 
being made bankrupt on February 
16, 2011, he and his wife sold their 
jointly-owned property in Pencoed, 
Bridgend, to their children with 
what is called a ‘gifted deposit’. 
According to the Insolvency Service, 
this ensured the children did not pay 
anywhere near the true value of the 
property, as the gifted deposit made 
the larger share of the value a ‘gift’ 


to them. Mr O’Brien’s share of this 
was £5,725. 

The Insolvency Service claimed 
that the transfer of property was 
carried out at a time when Mr 
O’Brien was fully aware that a num¬ 
ber of creditors were taking legal 
action against him and that a bank¬ 
ruptcy petition had been issued 
against him. He was also aware that 
his joint share in the property was 
his only asset, they said. 

Commenting on the case, Liam 
Mannall, Deputy Chief 
Investigation Officer, with the 
Department for Business, 
Innovation and Skills, said: “Mr 
O’Brien’s conviction should serve as 
a warning to those who seek to avoid 
paying their debts by deliberately 
attempting to put their assets out of 
reach of their creditors. 

“In this case Mr O’Brien sold his 
house to his children, making part 
of the transfer a gift. This is against 
the law relating to insolvency. 

“The Department for Business, 
Innovation and Skills will investi¬ 
gate and prosecute individuals who 
embark on such conduct and place 
them before the criminal courts.”
